HE  Committee  have  pleasure  in  submitting" 
their  Report  of  the  Hospital  and  Con^ 
valescent  Home  for  1908. 

Work. 

During  the  year  778  Patients  were  admitted 
to  the  wards — an  increase  of  61  over  the  previous- 
year.  Of  these,  745  were  treated  to  a  conclusion, 
and  33  remained  in  the  wards  on  31st  December. 

There  were  16,902  new  Out-Patients,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  18,751  in  1907,  and  the  total  attendances 
numbered  53,270,  as  compared  with  53,927. 

The  Committee  record  with  satisfaction  a 
decrease  of  £46  io«s.  in  the  cost  of  the  In-Patient 
Department  for  the  year,  a  satisfactory  testimony 
to  the  careful  and  uniform  working  of  the  Hospital. 

Although  the  number  of  new  Out-Patients  in 
1908  was  less  than  in  1907,  the  average  number  of 
attendances  per  Out-Patient  rose  from  2.87  in 
1907  to  3.15  in  1908,  involving  a  slight  increase  in 
the  cost  of  this  department.  Statistical  tables 
giving  full  particulars  of  the  cost  of  each  depart¬ 
ment,  as  required  by  the  Council  of  King  Edward’s 
Hospital  Fund  and  by  the  Hospital  Sunday  and 
Saturday  Funds,  will  be  found  on  pages  38-40. 

Reference  is  made  below  to  the  inadequate 
accommodation  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
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owing  to  the  greatly  increased  demands  since  its 
provision  in  1888,  and  to  the  scheme  of  extension 
Avhich  the  Committee  propose  undertaking  for  its 
unavoidable  enlargement. 

Income. 

The  total  ordinary  income  shows  a  rise  of 
^163  4s.  8^.  above  1907,  but  the  Committee  have 
to  regret  decreases  of  ^^12  14.'^.  od.  and  11s.  3^/. 
in  Annual  Subscriptions  and  ordinary  Donations 
respectively. 

Central  Hospital  Funds. 

The  Committee  are  very  thankful  for  a  grant 
£75^  from  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund. 
Also  for  grants  of  £'^^y  los.  od.  from  the  Council 
of  the  Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  and  of  £1^,^  5^.  od. 
from  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  the  latter 
amount  being  the  largest  award  it  has  ever  made 
to  this  Hospital.

The  Committee  once  more  offer  their  thanks, 
to  the  lady  visitors  who  have  regularly  visited  the 
wards  and  entertained  the  patients  ;  to  the  Rev. 
A.  L.  Lilley  and  clergy  of  St.  Mary’s,  Paddington 
Green,  for  conducting,  as  in  previous  years,  the 
Sunday  afternoon  service  in  the  wards ;  and  to 
various  branches  of  the  Queen  Victoria’s  Jubilee 
Nurses’  Institute  for  the  treatment  and  care  of  a 
large  number  of  patients  at  their  own  homes  after 
discharge  from  the  Hospital.

The  Christmas  Treat  to  in-patients  was  given 
on  29th  December,  when  Dr.  Herbert  E.  Friend 
provided  and  exhibited  a  lantern  display,  which 
was  much  enjoyed  by  the  children.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  are  again  under  great  obligation  to  him 
for  so  kindly  entertaining  the  little  folk,  as  also 
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to  Miss  Strudwick  for  supplying  the  floral  decora¬ 
tions,  and  to  Messrs.  J.  E.  Spagnoletti  &  Co.,  for 
the  electrical  illumination  of  the  large  Christmas 
tree.  Notwithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather — snow  falling  heavily  all  day  on  this  date 
— many  friends  of  the  Hospital  and  members  of 
the  Committee  and  Staff  were  present  and  assisted 
in  amusing  the  patients. 

Ladies*  Association. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  are  able  to  report  that  the  Ladies’  Associa¬ 
tion  continues  to  render  most  valuable  assistance,, 
both  to  the  Hospital  and  the  Convalescent  Home.. 
As  the  result  of  last  year’s  work  the  Association 
presented  to  the  Hospital  and  Home  1,025  articles- 
of  clothing,  sheets,  blankets,  etc.  In  addition,  a 
sum  of  ^33  105.  gd.  was  expended  in  the  purchase 
of  linen,  etc.,  for  use  in  the  wards  and  house.  The 
Committee  heartily  congratulate  the  ladies  who 
compose  the  Association,  as  well  as  the  Hospital, 
on  the  success  of  their  efforts,  which  have  greatly 
relieved  the  General  Fund.

Extension  of  Out-Patient  Department. 

It  will  be  in  the  recollection  of  the  supporters 
of  the  Hospital  that  the  question  of  the  enlargement 
and  re-arrangement  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 
has  been  for  a  long  time  under  the  consideration 
of  the  Committee,  the  existing  accommodation 


having  become  (juite  inadecjiiate  for  the  number  of 
patients  now  attending. 

The  present  Out-Patient  Department  was 
built  in  1888,  since  which  date  its  work  has  steadily 
increased,  as  shown  by  the  following  figures  :  — 

1888.  1908. 

New  Out-Patients  ...  10,393  16,902 

Out-Patient  Attendances  .  27,300  53,270 

In  1907  a  report  was  received  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  from  the  Medical  Committee 
in  which  was  urged  the  need  of  additional  undress¬ 
ing,  consulting,  anaesthetic,  and  operating  rooms, 
and  more  waiting  room  accommodation  ;  and 
especially  a  recovery  room,  the  want  of  which  is 
much  deplored.  It  is  also  proposed  to  include  in 
the  contemplated  extension  a  covered  way  for 
patients  awaiting  admission  to  the  waiting  hall,  and 
for  perambulators  ;  also  additional  sleeping  accom¬ 
modation  for  some  of  the  Nursing  staff  who,  at 
present,  are  compelled  to  sleep  out.  The  Hospital 
has  already  acquired  the  necessary  freehold  land 
adjoining  the  building,  and  plans  are  being  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  proposed  extension,  the  total  cost  of 
which,  including  purchase  of  existing  leases  and 
the  furnishing  and  equipment  of  the  various  depart¬ 
ments,  is  expected  to  amount  to  £^,000,  or  there¬ 
abouts. 

The  Committee,  in  answer  to  their  last 
Christmas  appeal,  have  already  received  £200  13s. 
for  the  Building  Fund,  and  are  being  urged  by  the 
Medical  Committee  to  proceed  with  the  necessary 
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work.  Except  for  the  £200  already  mentioned, 
they  have,  however,  no  funds  available  for  the 
extension,  and  they  earnestly  appeal  to  those 
friends  who  have  hitherto  taken  an  interest  in  the 
Hospital,  and  to  the  public  generally,  for  their 
generous  assistance  in  raising  the  sum  required. 
Meantime  the  Committee  do  not  feel  justified  in 
proceeding  with  the  extension,  of  the  urgency  of 
which,  however,  they  are  fully  aware.

The  Year’s  Work. 

During  the  year  197  patients  were  sent  to  the 
Home,  making,  with  16  children  in  the  wards  on 
1st  January,  a  total  of  213.  Of  these,  ig6  were 
treated  to  a  conclusion  and  17  remained  in  the 
Home  on  31st  December.  The  average  length 
of  stay  of  each  patient  was  33  days,  as  compared 
wnth  41  in  1907. 


Income. 

The  total  ordinary  income  was  ;^475  o.s.  8^/., 
and  the  expenditure  ;^940  18s.  ^d.  To  meet  the 
•deficit  it  was  necessary  to  transfer  ;^425  from 
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the  Hospital  funds.  The  lack  of  local  su[)port  to 
the  Home  is  still  a  matter  of  regret,  and  the 
continued  yearly  deficit  in  the  income  and  ex¬ 
penditure  account  is  a  source  of  anxiety  to  the 
Committee.  They  would  again  point  out  that 
patients  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  and  through 
the  Hospital  to  the  Horne,  from  both  Berkshire 
and  l^uckinghamshire.  In  1908  children  were 
received  at  the  flospital  from  Burnham,  Iver 
Heath,  Langley,  Maidenhead,  Slough,  Taplow, 
and  Woburn  Green,  some  of  whom  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Home.  The  Committee  hope  that 
when  this  fact  becomes  better  known  increased 
support  will  be  accorded  the  Home  by  residents 
in  the  districts  mentioned.

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Committee 
have  to  record  the  death  of  “  Sister  Alice  ”  (Miss 
Charlotte  Wilson),  for  nineteen  years  one  of  the 
Sisters  in  charge  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Her  high  sense  of  responsibility  and  her  alert  and

To  promote  the  advancement  of  Medical  Science 
with  reference  to  the  diseases  of  childhood. 

To  diffuse  among  all  classes  of  the  community, 
and  chiefly  among  the  poor,  a  better  acquaintance 
with  the  management  of  infants  and  children 
during  health  or  sickness,  and  to  assist  in  the 
education  and  training  of  women  in  the  special 
duties  of  Children’s  Nurses. 

The  In  and  Out-patient  Departments  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  entirely  free,  but  patients  shall 
be  invited  to  contribute  voluntarily  to  the  funds 
so  far  as  they  are  able. 

GOVERNORS. 

Every  contributor  of  Two  Guineas  or  more 
annually  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  shall,  so  long 
as  his  subscription  is  continued,  be  constituted  a 
Governor,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  the 
Annual  or  any  Special  Meeting,  but  a  new  Sub¬ 
scriber  to  the  amount  aforesaid  shall  not  be  so 


entitled  unless  his  subscription  for  the  current  year 
has  been  paid  at  least  three  calendar  months  before 
the  day  of  the  meeting. 

Every  donor  of  20  Guineas,  or  more,  at  one  time 
to  the  Hospital,  and  every  collector  of  50  Guineas, 
or  more,  at  one  time,  and  any  one  Executor,  to  be 
nominated  in  writing — if  there  is  more  than  one 
all  the  Executors,  or  if  there  is  no  Executor  who 
accepts  the  office,  the  Administrator  of  every 
Will  —  giving  a  legacy  amounting  to  £i-00  or  more 
(after  deducting  Legacy  Duty,  if  any,)  to  the 
Hospital,  shall  be  constituted  a  Life  Governor, 
and  shall  have  one  vote  at  the  Annual  or  any 
Special  Meeting  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such 
donation  or  contribution,  provided  it  has  been  paid 
not  less  than  three  calendar  months  before  the  day 
of  the  meeting,  and  at  all  subsequent  meetings. 

No  Governor  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  at  any  Meeting. 


ANNUAL  MEETING. 

In  the  month  of  February  in  every  year,  or  as 
soon  after  as  may  be,  a  General  Meeting  of  the 
Governors  and  other  Contributors  to  the  funds  of 
the  Hospital  shall  be  held,  of  which  notice  shall  be 
given  within  one  calendar  month  of  the  day  of 
meeting,  and  at  least  a  week  previously  to  such 
Meeting,  in  two  or  more  daily  London  Newspapers. 

Five  Governors,  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  shall 
form  a  quorum. 

Contributors  who  are  not  Governors  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  present  and  take  part  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  the  Meeting,  but  not  to  vote. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Managing  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  submit  a  Report  of  the  working  of  the 


Hospital,  together  with  an  audited  financial  state¬ 
ment  and  balance  sheet  for  the  year  ending  the 
31st  December  then  last  past. 

At  such  Annual  Meeting  the  Governors  shall 
elect  the  Auditors  for  the  current  year,  and  three 
Members  of  the  Managing  Committee  in  place  of 
those  retiring. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

The  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in 
advance  for  the  current  year,  such  year  to  be 
computed  from  the  quarter-day  next  preceding  the 
Subscription,  and  no  Subscriber  in  arrear  shall  be 
entitled  to  any  privilege  arising  out  of  his  or  her 
Subscription  until  it  has  been  paid. 


NOMINATION  AND  FOUNDATION  OF  COTS. 

Every  Donor  of  £^^00  or  more  at  one  time,  and 
every  Subscriber  of  ^^30  or  more  annually  (but  in 
the  latter  case  so  long  only  as  this  Contribution  is 
kept  up),  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  Cot  named 
according  to  such  Donor’s  or  Subscriber’s  pleasure 
during  his  or  her  life,  and  every  Donor  of  ;^l,ooo, 
or  more^  at  one  time,  and  every  Subscriber  of  £100^ 
or  more,  annually,  for  a  period  of  at  least  10  years, 
shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  Cot  named  according  to 
such  Donor’s  or  Subscriber’s  pleasure  in  per¬ 
petuity,  but  in  every  case  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  accept  any 
Donation  or  Bequest  which  may  be  made  to  the 
Hospital  subject  to  any  special  restrictions,  or  for 
any  special  purposes  annexed  to  the  Gift  by  the 
Donor. 


MANAGEMENT. 


The  General  Management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  shall,  subject  to  the  powers  hereby  con¬ 
ferred  on  the  Governors,  be  vested  in  the  Managing 
Committee. 


COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
25,  nor  less  than  10  Members,  of  whom  not  more 
than  4  shall  be  representatives  of  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff.
